The city was kept in an uproar 
during the night and early morn­ 
ing hours by seven major fires 
and ten lesser ones,

Sixteen firem en w ere tak en to hos­

ss has been done by President Coolidge s visit to the sixth Pan- 
American congress in Havana, Cili a, plans have been completed 
for the fifth national and third international oratorical contest 
for secondary schools. 
East Liverpool, Wellsville, Salineville, Lisbon, Chester, Newell 
and Midland high school students have been invited to participate 
in the East Liverpool district contest which will be conducted be 
fore March 16 under the auspices of Hie East Liverpool Review 
and other Brush Moore newspapers in Ohio and adjacent territory. 
Any bona fide secondary school pupil, under 19 years of age 
on February I, 1928, is eligible. A pupil who has been g r a d u a t e d

ineligible, even though within the age limit. In other words, the 
contest is open to public and parochial high school students. 
Seven nations—United States, England, France, Canada, 
Mexico, Germany and Japan—will participate. 
Each school must 
select its representative before March 16. A district winner shall 
be named on or before March 30. Newspaper semi-finals will be 
held before April 20, with newspaper finals on April 27, national 
semi-finals on May ll, national finals (in Washington) on May 25 
and international finals- the grand climax—also in W ashington- 
on October 13. 
One hundred and fifty dollars in prizes—$75 for first place, 
$50 for second and $25 for third—will he offered in the East Liver­ 
pool district competition, while awards also will be made in other 
contests, with a prize tour of Europe to be given each of the eight 
participants in the national finals.

The Nut Factory 
“We’re running a nut factory now,” says the county jailer in 
Los Angeles, as reporters inquire for the latest news about William 
Edward Hickman. 
That celebrated kidnaper and murderer has arrived at Hie 
status of a human guinea pig, except that the experimentation he 
is subjected to is mental rather than physical Says a recent dis­ 
patch : 
“Within the jail are no less than six mental experts, a carload 
of elaborate instruments, including a lie detector, and a miscella­ 
neous array of lights and stage settings, all calculated to reveal the 
innermost workings of the killers mind and determine whether or 
not he is insane.” 
The public, which lias become accustomed to this sort of 
thing, probably expects nothing to result from all this ultra scien­ 
tific alienist activity except confusion worse confounded. 
From the experience of previous celebrated murder cases it is 
reasonable to expect that some of the psychologists will find Hick­ 
man sane and some will find him insane, mid there will be argu­ 
ments and testimony pro and con until jury, judge and public are 
hopelessly mixed on every fact except this—that Hickman really 
kidnaped and killed the girl, and is presumably a dangerous man. 
To arrive at that conclusion will take months of time and enor 
mous expense, and the use of millions of words in the courtroom 
and billions of wolds outside. Even then, there will be legal tech­ 
nicalities added to the general confusion, and the minds of the 
jurors may be so muddled by it all that they won’t know what to do 
about it, and the judge may find his judgment obscured or his 
hands tied. 
The lawyers must have their battle, and the psychologists their 
laboratory experiments, while blinded justice stands timidly on one 
foot and guesses whether the defendant is guilty or not guilty. 
In Canada or England that case would go to trial immediately, 
the trial would last from one to three days, and the prisoner would 
either be hanged forthwith or sent to prison or insane asylum 
for life—meaning LIFE—and that would be an end of it.

confidence of absolute safety. 
The advent of the service parachute 
W’as a tremendouB step forward In 
the advance of aviation. It gave the 
test pilot a safe moans of escape in 
most coach when all olse had failed.

B y that time 
I knew that the map was in error and 
we were on the wrong course, but as 
thoro was insufficient fuel remaining 
to warrant our cutting 
across

mountains to the west, we lauded in 
a small sheep pasture near Barksdale. 
This pasture was not large enough for 
us both to (uke off together so I flew 
the ship over to 
Camp Wood alone 
and landed in the town square. W ith 
the wind blowing from the right di­ 
rection, and by taking off under two 
telephone lines and over one road, the 
square afforded u long enough run­ 
way, provided the wind was blowing 
from Hie proper direction.

PHILADELPHIA. Jan. 17.—Lawson 
Robertson, head coach of the Ameri­ 
can Olympic team, looke\ on the 
bright side of things today and, as he 
fondly contemplated our chances at 
Amsterdam this summer, his exuber­ 
ance simply got the better of him and 
he laughed aloud in sheer despond. It 
was gathered, when masculine self­ 
control had been regained, that Amer­ 
ica would 
hold 
Its 
international 
championship, if at all, only because 
of its control of the field events. 
Otherwise, it seemed, the outlook 
was almost as bright as the Interior 
of an ex-shoe. In tonee of gentle mel­ 
ancholia, he conveyed the Informa­ 
tion that there Isn’t much in the way 
of startling m aterial coming up for 
the 1928 team and that there is even 
less holding over from the 1921 champ­ 
ions. 
He thinks the Germans are due to 
cut our Paris score by about thirty 
points and that that may be enough to 
make us finish a very game but loa 
lug second. 
“There were no Germans on th© 
scene at Paris and we placed four 
men at IOO metres, ran one-two at 200 
metres and placed two men In the 
400-metre race, Robertson stated with 
marked enthusiasm, like a man paying 
the rent. 
“There will be plenty of 
them at Amsterdam and they will 
score In the only race in which we 
made a respectable showing last time 
—the sprints. 
Germans Star In Sprints. 
“They hove 
four 
men, 
Koernig, 
Forts, Hnuben and Wege, who are tho 
equal of anything in the sprints we 
have or will have. The other foreign 
nations are just as strong or stronger 
than they were at Paris. We won then 
with some 35 points to spare. In the 
meantime, barring tho development 
of Lloyd Hahn, some field men and 
one hurdler, we have Rtood still. Wo 
have no prospect of developing men 
for the track events over 1,500 metres 
and I include that race only because 
of Hahn. 
Lastly, owing to 
th© 
exigencies 
created by the sending of other sport 
groups our team will be the smallest 
in history.” 
Yes, the gentleman surely isn’t 
bowed down under a burden of Joy. 
As I gather it, we will win only In tho 
event that we don’t lose and even 
then he suspects there V a catch in 
it somewhere. 
Anyhow, he can see 
not more than twenty men in pros 
pect as probably point getters at the 
Amsterdam games, and for my part, 
I want to say that I have seen full 
many a probable point become an Im­ 
possible one In less than six months. 
Those cited by Robertqon as tangi­ 
ble legacies from the 1924 group were 
Paddock and Rcholz in the sprints; 
Hahn in the 800 and 1,500 metre runs; 
Houser in tho shot and discus; Os­ 
born in the high jump and Decathlon; 
Hubbard in the broad jinny and hop, 
step and jump; Barnes In the pole 
vault; Taylor in the 400 metre hurdle 
event nnd De Mar in the marathon. 
Others not so stifling, so to npeak, aro 
Hussey In the sprints; Enek, Hetf- 
erlch and Watson in the middle dist­ 
ances; McGrath in the weights; Ro­ 
nde: In the 5.000-metre run and Guth­ 
rie in the hurdles.

third fight. Possibly the champion fig­ 
ures It will be easier to dispose of 
Jack lf he doesn't give him an oppor­ 
tunity to fight one "Iline up” bout as 
he did with Sharkey last summer. 
Rickard isn’t so sure Dempsey will 
fight again or be ready In June. 
"I wish I knew for sure,” he said. 
“Yes. I know Dempsey assured me he 
wanted to fight again. That was the 
last thing he said to me before he 
went to California. 
He may change 
his mind. 
Jaek Isn’t the easiest per­ 
son to give long distance advice to. 
He kept me guessing last spring. 
I see where he is doing light train­ 
ing In California. 
He started that 
business last spring and yet wasn’t 
ready for Tunney until September. He 
mav want a fight under his belt first. 
It lf would help him and then the gate 
Is not to be sneezed at. 
At present, 
though, I have no outstanding con­ 
tender to throw In with him. 
When he told me he wanted Tun­ 
ney again Dempsey had no idea of 
fighting Gene early In the summer. He 
assumed that there would be only one 
big title bout to be staged In Septem­ 
ber.” 
If Dempsey agrees to the plan Tun­ 
ney seems to be forcing on Rickard,, 
the third fistic debate between the 
two young ring flnacceers will take 
place at the Yankee stadium the sec­ 
ond or third week In June, the Yan­ 
kees then being on a jvestern tour, 
Rickard plans to scale the stadium 
for a gate of about $1,500,000.
